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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER. 

To  the  Barnstaple  Education  Committee. 


Miss  Wright  and  Gentlemen, 

The  following  is  a summary  of  work  done  during  the  year 

1917 

A.  The  general  and  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  schools 

are  satisfactory ; there  have  been  no  complaints  in  this  respect. 

The  heating  system  is  carried  out  as  formerly  by  stoves. 

B.  The  method  of  carrying  out  the  inspections  has  been  to 


examine  : 

(1)  Entrants  (children  4-5  years  of  age). 

(2)  Intermediates  (children  8-9  years  of  age). 

(3)  Leavers  (children  12-13  years  of  age). 

All  code  inspections  were  carried  out  between  the  hours  of 
9 and  11  a.m. 

Each  school  has  been  first  inspected  to  examine  the  children 
of  above  ages. 

Later  each  school  has  been  re-visited  twice  to  re-examine 
those  referred  for  treatment. 

There  has  been  great  difficulty  in  getting  children  treated 
for  throat  and  eye  affections  owing  to  lack  of  adequate  number 
of  recommends  for  the  Dispensary  and  Infirmary,  and  also  to  the 
parents  objecting  to  have  anything  done  or  not  realising  the 
seriousness  of  the  conditions. 

The  same  applies  to  dental  treatment. 

The  School  Nurse  will  shortly  start  work  in  the  District, 
and  the  School  Clinic  will  be  opened  early  in  the  year,  where 
many  of  the  minor  ailments  will  doubtless  receive  attention.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Of  the  7 cases,  4 were  notified  in 

October,  and  2 of 

these  on 

the  same  day,  1 from  Yeo  Vale  and  1 from  Derby.  No  connection 
could  be  discovered  between  these  two,  and  beyond  a second  case 
which  arose  in  Derby  and  was  attributed  to  direct  infection  there 
was  no  spread  of  the  disease.  There  was  one  death  from  this 
disease  due  to  septic  meningitis. 

ENTERIC. 

No  cases  notified. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

During  January  7 cases  were  notified,  2 in  February,  and  7 
in  March  ; this  was  carrying  on  the  small  epidemic  at  the  end  of 
1916.  The  number  of  cases  fell  through  the  summer  months — 4 
were  notified  in  August  (3  of  these  in  one  house),  2 in  October, 
12  in  November,  and  5 in  December,  The  cases  were  distributed 
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generally  throughout  the  town,  no  part  escaping  completely,  and 
no  part  showing  a great  excess  of  cases.  Until  October,  when  of 
the  19  cases  notified  to  the  end  of  the  year  9 came  from  the  North 
Devon  Infirmary,  three  wards  one  above  the  other  provided 
these  cases,  that  is  including  nurses  working  in  these  wards. 
Swabs  were  taken  from  all  the  nursing  and  day  staff,  and  all 
found  to  be  negative  carriers  were  thus  excluded.  On  exami- 
nation of  the  drains  it  was  found  that  a ventilator  was  blocked 
and  there  was  some  sewer  gas  held  back  which  may  have  escaped 
from  a crack  found  in  a soil  pipe  on  that  side.  This  was  remedied 
and  the  patients  removed  to  the  isolation  hospital.  No  cases 
afterwards  arose  at  the  Infirmary. 

The  type  of  the  disease  was  not  very  severe,  as  is  shewn  by 
the  fact  that  only  one  out  of  the  42  cases  proved  fatal. 

MEASLES  AND  GERMAN  MEASLES. 

Seven  cases  of  measles  and  two  of  the  latter  disease  were 
notified  during  the  year.

caused  66  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  caused  by  zymotic 
diseases. 


TUBERCULOSIS."1 


Thirty  seven  cases  of  pulmonary  and  20  of  non-pulmonary 
Tubercle  have  been  notified  during  the  year. 

The  deaths  from  this  disease  are  27 ; 19  of  them  from 
phthisis,  and  8 from  other  forms  of  tubercle. 

The  age  distribution  is  as  follows : —

The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  is  high  this  year,  viz.,  2T. 
It  must,  however,  be  remembered  that  this  is  accounted  for  by 
the  fact  that  civilians  only  are  reckoned  in  arriving  at  the  death 
rate,  so  that  whereas  a large  number  of  healthy  lives  are  with- 
drawn from  the  calculation,  all  those  of  the  population  who  were 
suffering  from  the  disease  remain  behind. 

CANCER. 

The  death  rate  from  this  disease  is  2T  per  1,000  living. 
This,  like  the  tuberculosis  death  rate,  shows  an  increase,  and  for 
the  same  reason. 

The  number  of  deaths  is  27,  a slight  increase  on  last  year.

This  should  be  compared  with  the  corresponding  table  for 
Tubercle  given  above.  19  out  of  27  tubercular  deaths  occur 
before  the  age  of  45,  and  22  out  of  27  deaths  from  cancer  occur 
after  the  fiftieth  year.

Influenza  caused  9 deaths  in  the  year,  pneumonia  14,  bron- 
chitis 11,  other  respiratory  diseases  8. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  were  195  births  in  the  year  ; of  these  13  died.  This 
gives  a death  rate  of  children  under  1 year  of  66  per  1,000  births, 
a considerable  improvement  on  last  year,  when  it  was  101  3. 
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During  the  year  considerable  progress  has  been  made  towards 
starting  a maternity  centre  in  this  district,  and  by  the  time  this 
report  is  published  it  will  be  working.
